His valne waa sonuned up by Dr. H. T. Hill, bead 
of the department when he said, "Kingsley Oiven's resig- 
nation Is a real loaa to ilM aapntm a ai t, o^iBe» and the 
state."

Latest blow received in the above manner was tbe loss of 
tbe head of the department of industrial Journalism, Prof. 
C. E. Rogers this Deewnber. Pnrfassor Rogrn Joined the 
faculty here in 19l9 and beeanM head of the dei«rtment in 
192S. Since that time Profeasor Rogers developed the de- 
partment to a high point of efficiency and resulting in It at- 
taining nation-wide attraction.

l>e88 than a year ago, news|>a*iet^ in the 
United States were pointing ftelrfblly to the 
tremendous loss of trade to Eiltrjpean na- 
tions which we had suffered in our dealings 
with IjBtin and South American countries. 

During the early pUrt of the first "i^bt-ld 
war, the United 9ta^ praetleally ddMI- 
nated the Soutfe AAitMrteMi ti^. ^ 
made the mUtaii oT 0Vma^if» mm Ha 
the Allies aitd #ett MngCli » ttHpM* ^ 
the war. 

Since the Worid war, the tiritish, 
French, (.Jermans, ana Japanese stole 
. much of our trade in Sobth Afeeriea 
r--trade that we have b«eh needing the 
l^oa ai manutSKtured etimmodlties 
tmt few yraia t0 tim ott« iH oiilr ktu^<^ 
which we should htve itS^ittuM fo| 
coffee, sugar attd other LMm ant 
South Americad pt^uets. 
Not only were these European !iUlt|itti 
taking tremendods amOuhtfi of oil)* trdiro. 
but they were also building up political an- 
tagonism against the Vtilud States, in/n 
sentidt taiintary immitn to mmn cdWI- 
tri^, and getting stsch t^itceislollt tht^Hi as 
might prdte embarraiHlng in thtl fillet if 
not actually threaten the Indi^ifiit«ll6e of 
these republics and our own. 

Now again, with the outbreak of an- 
other European war, the United States 
Is presented with its second golden 
9|ifH»tunity to hUild ujp Its trade with 
Smith and I^atln Amn^ca to the former 
level, and thus more Vra^ eement to- 
gether the demoeracfes of the western 
hemisphere. 

Again th European nations will be so 
involved in war that they will be unable to 
carry on trade in the Americas; again we 
must decide whether m Wttl liUftrade in 
Europe, or trade with ow near laatln or 
South Amertdan dflghBdifV. 

If we aSfi smart, we will take advantage 
Of|thls SiftiSOnd opportunity which has pre- 
sented Itself to us. We will build up our 
ti-ade with the rest of the An^ericas and so 
strongly unite the western democracies 
that European nations will be no longer 
able to make inroads In the economic life

The most common offense that Kansas 
State collegians are guilty of is cutting 
across tite grass. There are three definite 
reasons why staytng 9ir tbm grass is de- 
sirable.

One 
thing leading to another, that path may 
became a bad problem of landscaping.

We Kansanfl have lots to be thankful for 
this year — at least we bad better have lots 
beeatuie we're going to have two days to 
do It In. This Thursday wm Mil eelebrate 
the feast of Plymouth as eltlMfBs of the 
Ignited States: ii^ilTlitnfti^iw^tli^ of 
Kansas. 

Mr. Ratner's reasoning la nftwlng to 
recognize the President's holiday Is most 
revealing. Accot^lng to a recent stetVBwnt, 
the governor declared the traditional holi- 
day Instead of the new one because: 

"An extra week's shopping period 
before Chitotmas is hardly the recovery 
feast that hoalness or the unemptoyad 
have been patiently waiting through 
Thany a Thanksgiving. Experience has 
ptovf'd that it will take more than a 
prei^idential proclamation to restore 
business confidence or for that matter 
hurry the average citizen who pro- 
verblaUy nevw gets all of hta Christ- 
mas shsiid^ doa* untli the be- 
fore. 

"In Kansas we do not destroy tradi- 
tions merely to gain headlines. Rather, 
we feel that a proper spirit of Christian 
thankfulness for the countless blras- 
ings furnished us by providence is 
more important than the Upon 
wlilch we give thanks." 
Now there, folks, is real logic. 
Of course, it probably wasn't the Presi- 
dent's idea thM the ehange 4^ Thanksgiv- 
ing date would. In itself, restore prosperity 
—at least he has never uttered any such 
statement. Business leaders did advocate 
the c'hatkge, it is true, and Its logical to as- 
sume that it would lessen the shopping con- 
gestion somewhat. But as long as it alone 
win not remedy all our Ills' then we'd bet- 
ter not have it— such Is Ratner logic. 
As for the date of giving thanks not 
luukiug a u lioli' lot of difference to the 
Lord, the Uovernor ia probably abso- 
lutely right. Well, as long as the Lord 
has nothing against It then, why not 
go ahead aad move the date up to the 
more convenient time, Mr. Governor?

Our 
own faculty will be the f iret to d«elw« 
tbe council has nanUy Mlad IndiitiW 
br in mwh tnatters. 

Their decisions are never queatloned- 

Council action Is accepted by the student 
body as a fair result of a democratic pro- 
cedure. 

Th«i why ignore tbe council In certain 
casM? Two of these arose tliia week. One 
Is, of course, the ittiilMit parting ease; the 
other tbe KIckapoo oensorstalp affair. 

Wlien it became evident that student edi- 
tors of Kansas State's humor magaslne bad | 
overstepped the bounds of propriety the 
faculty council on student atfairflt at uie re- 
quest of the prerident who had beard com- 
plaints Qt the November issue, recommend- 
ed the mi^itlne's faculty sponsors be 
called on the carp&t. Again, in the parking 
case the administration Itself took tbe ini- 
tiative itt punitive action.

"The latest movement 
brought to Collegian attention Is spon- 
sored by the Bsu&y Northwestern, atu- 
Aeni newspaper of Northwestern uni- 
Tenfty at EJfanston, HI. its proposed 
slogan is "We will not fight in 
Europe." And exactly like similar or- 
(ianiEed peace proponents, the Daily 
Northwestern editors fail completely in 
outlining a program which would be a 
poslttve force In keeping the United 
States out ^ war. 

In their Invitation to Join the movenietit. 
the edttors nri^ acdon by stating, "We feel 
tiiait f^aalirtng the <»11^e newspapers in~ 
to a F*ont For Peace is the first step in 
forming a pressure group of students, par- 
ants, and (Hands into an articulate mass," 
They then assume that this "articu- 
late mass" or in actuality, voiced pub- 
lic opinion, will be a strong means of 
k^ing Ameriea out of war. A splw- 
dM goal. It works only to a small ex- 
tent. Public opinion Is too fleeting. 
Furthermore, the political, economic, 
and social systems in America prohibit 
the final success of the plan. In foreign 
policy alone, the unanimous public 
opinion of M the mld«ert«« states 
is often defeated by the desires and 
whims of a single national manufac- 
turer. Ill such a set-un what chance 
does a peace club have in guiding this 
country's fiittmt At tau^ me otrai tfe 
sgatnst it. 

Cettalnly thiere is aidtiitng to lose and 

everything to gain in joining the Front 
For Peace movement. But it needs a more 
definite prosnws Uum "W« «U1 not IWtA 
in EJurope."

The issue of the 
Katimag that te Just out la a anffl^ent 
monument to Charley's editorial abil-
